Continuation of 6. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding the merits of Searle, the Applicants 
arguments have not been found to be persuasive. For Applicants convenience, the Examiner has attached herein a copy of Figure 2 of 
Searle in which the claimed "axis of rotation" is highlighted by the Examiner. In Figure 2, Searle shows at least one set of 3 segments of 
bobbins 2 which are arranged in a side-by-side arrangement along a vertical axis of rotation. As such, the step of "arranging a plurality 
of segments in a side-by-side orientation along an axis or rotation" (as recited in each of Claims 2 and 4) is fully satisfied by Searle 
Although, this may raise new issues, perhaps if Applicants amended the claims such that the axis of rotation would be a -horizontal axis 
of rotation-, this may avoid Searle. Regarding the merits of JP'1 1 9, the concept of winding without decreasing the magnetic 
characteristics of the wound device itself is an advantage which would be a clear motivation to one of ordinary skill in the art and the 
Examiner maintains the combination of Searle in view of JP'1 1 9. 
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
